Herald. 


A Story of Humbleness, Audacity 


and Success. 


Jimioa Partou m Youth's Companion. 


A collar in Nasean fitioot was the lirst office 


of this Herald. It MUS a real cellar, not a base- 
ment, lighted only fjoui tlio street, and cnnso- 
qucmtly very daik, except near its stone ste;j-< 
The first lurniture of this office—as I was tn'cl 
by the late Mr. Go\\auH, who kept a boo^Moro 
near by—consisted of the following articlon 


Item, one wooden chair. Item, two empty 


flour barrels, with a wide, dirty pine board laid 
upon them, to ec'i c;o :m a dodk and table. 
Knd of the inventory. 


The two barrels stood abont four foet upait, 


and one end of the board was pretty close to 
the stops, so that passers-by eoukl seo tho pile 
of Heralds which were placed tipou it every 
morning for sale. Scissors, jwus, iulutaud 
and pencil wore at the other end, leaving ppaco 
in the middle for an editorial clpsii. 
'1 his u an 


in the summer of 1W>, -vvlien Gon. Jackswi \\\is 
piesidont of tho United States, anil Martin A'au 
Huron the favorite candidate for tho snocos- 
bion. 


If the reader had been iu New York thou, 


and bad wished to buy a copy of the nancy 
ittle paper, which every moiiiing amused and 
offended tho decorous people of that day, ho 
would have gone down into this tmdergionnd 
office, and there he \\oiild liave found ita sin- 
gle chair occupied by a tall and vigorouw- 
looldng man about 40 years of agu, •» ith a 
Blight detect iu one el hw eyes, dieuoed in a 
clean, but inexpensive, suit of summer clothes. 


This wits James Urn don JSennett, uropuolui, 


editor, ropoiter, book-keeper, cleric, oihce-buy 
und evet ythhi£ clafj there was appoitamingtn 
tho continl and management of The Isuw lork 
1 lei aid, price 1 tent. 


Tho leader would perhaps have s,iid to him- 
'I iMtnt to-day's Herald." 


Bennett would have looked up irom his 


writing, and pointed, without speaking, to the 
pile ot papers at the end of the boaid. The 
visitor would have taken one and add^da tout 
to tho pile of copper coin adjacent. 
If he had 


lingered a few nunutos, the busy writer would 
not have regaidod linn, and ho could have 
watched tho subsequent proceedings without 
disturbing him. 


In a few moments a woman might have come 


down the steps mtu the subterranean omco, 
who answered tho editor's uuimring look by 
tolling him that she wanted a place as cook, 
and wiblied him to write an advertisement for 
him. This would have boon eutiroly a matter 
of coiirso, for m the prospectus of tho paper 
it was expressly stated that persons could have 
their adveitisemouts written loi them at tho 
office. 


Tho editor himself would have ivntten the 


advertisement tor her with tho velocity ot u 
practiced hand, then road it over to hei, taking 
particular p'uns to get the name spoiled light 
anil the address correctly stated. 


'•How much is it, sirV" 
'•T\vtnty-hvo cents." 
Tho money paid, the editor would instantly 


have resumed his writing. 


Such visitors, however, were not numerous, 


for tho early numbers of the paper show vt. ly 
icw advertisements, and the papei itm-ll' \\ILS 
little linger than a hhect of foolscap himill HM 
it was, it was with difficulty kept ali\o Ircnu 
wocktoweck, and it was never tuo certain 
as the week drew to a close, whcthu the pju- 
]ir^it»r would be able to pay tho printer's bul 
on Saturday night, and thus secure its re .ip- 
])t).iran"fi on Monday morning 
Thcio were 


times when, alter paying all the unpo^tpouablo 
claims, ho had twcnty-tive cents left, or IOH-S 
a'j the net roaultof his week's toil, llu worked 
sKteen, seveutcon, eighteen 
hours a d:iy, 


struggling unaided to force his little paper up- 
on an mditfoicnt, if not a hosliie, pubiii: 


Jamos Gordon Uonuett, you will observe, 


was iorty yeais old at this stage of his career. 
Generally a man nho is going to found any- 
thing extraordinary has laid a deep foundation, 
and got Ins structure a good way above ground 
beloio he is forty yeais of age 
But there w.ia 


bo, past forty, and still wrestling with fate, 
happy if he could get three dollars a week nvor 
for his board. Yet he was a strong man, gifted 
with a keen intelligence, strictly temperate iu 
his habits and honest m his "dealings. Tho 
only point against him was that he had no 
power, and apparently no desiie, to make per- 
sonal friends. 
Ho was one of those who can- 


net easily ally themselves with other men, but 
must iight then battles 
alone, victors or 


vanquished. 


A native of Scotland, he was born a Roman 


Catholic, and was paitiy educated for the 
priesthood in a Catholic seminary there, but 
ho was diverted from the priestly oflico, as it 
appeals, by reading Byron, Scott and other 
literature of the day. At twenty he was a ro- 
mantic, impulsive and innocent young man, 
devouring the Waverley novels, and m his va- 
cations visiting "with rapture tho scenes de 
scribed in them. 


He came to Now York in 1S22. He tried many 


occupations—a school, lectures upon political 
economy, instuietion iu the Spanish language; 
but drifted, at length, into the daily picas as 
dredge-of-all-work, at wages varying from five 
to eight dollars a week, with occasional cbancoa 
to increase his revenue a little by the odd job- 
bciy of litciaturo. He filled the place one win- 
ter of Washington correspondent to The New 
York Enquirer. At length, early in 1S:J.~>, hav- 
ing accumulated two or three hundred dollais, 
lie conceived tho notion of starting a penny 
paper. First lie looked about for a partner. 
He proposed the scheme to a struggling, am- 
bitious young printer and journalist, uegmning 
to bo known in Nassau street, named Horace 
Greeley. I have heaid Mr. Giecley iclatu tho 
interview. 
uBonnett came to mo," he said, "as I was 


standing at the case setting type, and putting 
his hand in his pocket pulled out a handlul of 
money. 


••There was eorae goid among it, more silver, 


and I think one fifty-dollar bill. He said ho 
had between two and three hundiod dollars, 
and wanted me to go in with him, and set up a 
daily paper, tho printing to be douo in our 
oflico anil he to be the editor. 


"I told him he hadn't money enough 
He 


went away and soon after got other pnnteia to 
do the wo'ik, and The Herald appeared " 


This w as about MX years before The Tribune 


was started. 
Mr. Oreelsy was right in saying 


that his future rival in journalism had not 
money enough. The little Herald was lively, 
smart" audacious and funny; it pleased a great 
many people and made a considerable otir; but 
tho price was too low, and the rauge of jour 
ualism then was very narrow. 


It is highly probable that the editor would 


have boon baffled after all, but for one of those 
lucky accidents v,hich sometimes happen to 
men who are bound to succeed. There was a 
young man then in the city named Brandietb, 
who Lad brought a pill over with him from 
England, and was looltiug about in New Yeik 
for some cheap, effective way of advertising 
his pill 
He visited Dennett in Ins cellar, and 


made an arrangement to pay him a certain snin 
evcrv weak for a certain spaoe in the columns 
of Toe Heiald. 
It was the very tiling he 


wanted—a little certainty to help him ovoi that 
an till day of judgment which comes everv 
week 
to 
struggling 
enterprise;,—Saturday 


night! 


Still, the true cause of the final success of 


the paper was the indomitable character of its 
founder, his audacity, liis persistence, his 
power of continuous labor, and the inexhausti- 
ble vivacity of his mind. 
After a year of vicis- 


situde and doubt, he doubled the price of his 
paper, and from that time his prosperity wag 
uninterrupted. 
He turned everything 'to ac- 


count Sis times he was assaulted by persona 
whom he had satirized in his newspaper, and 
every time he made it tell upon his circulation. 
On one-occasion, for example, after relating 
liow his head bad been cut open by one of his 
former employers, ho added,— 


"The fellow, no doubt, wanted to let out tho 


never-failing supply of good-humor and wit 
which haa created such a reputation for The 
Herald. ... He has not injured the skull. 
My ideas in a few days will flow as freshly as 
over, and ha will find it so to his coat." 
In this humble, audacious manner, was 


founded the newspaper which, in taa course of 


forty-eight years, has grown to be one of na- 
tional 
and international importance. 
Ita 


founder died it 1872, aged 77 years, in 
the enjoyment of the largest revenue which 
had over resulted from journalism in the Uni- 
ted States, and leaving to his only sou the most 
valuable newspaper property, perhaps, in tho 
world.

of Henry Prather's addition to the city of 
Decatur, running thence along Front 
street to East Eldorado street, thence 
west to North Broadway street, thence 
south%to East North street, thence west 
o North Water street, thence south to 
Cast Main street, thence west to the old 
quare, thence across the old square to 
he New Deming hotel, thence in a curve 
o South Main street, the exact location 
of said right of way throughoutthe old 
quare to be fixed by the city council; 
hence along South Main street to what 
is known as Cemetery street, thence along 
Cemetery street to a point sixty feet north 
of the main entrance to Greenwood cem- 
itery. The committee reported Wednes- 
day night in favor of granting the above 
request, and the council adopted the re- 
port by a vote of 7 to 3.

Stow in hills we shall plow ground but 
not harrow it, then plough out furrows 
six feet apart each way and at the cross- 
ino- set a plant.

way with a corn marker and plough the 
other way gocfd furrows six feet apart, 
then set a plint in furrow in line with 
corn-marker's teeth.
